In the old teſtament 
(ſaith * one of the firſt and cheifeſt of that 
ſeditious ozder ) ivnder the law of nature, 
or of Moſes , Prieſts were ſubiect vnto 
Kings. 

Philalethes. I haue heard of other Roma- 
niſts that haue exalted the Iewilh high 
Prieſts aboue the thrones of Kings, and that 
do alledge vnto this purpoſe ſome particu- 
lar examples: As of the high Prieſt ' 424. 
ria, who with foureſcore other Prieſts ® Yals- 
antly aſſailed King 0z44h ſtroaken with the 
leprofie, for burning incenſe vnto the Lord; 
did thruſt him by force out of the Tem- 
plez according to the Leuiticall law a- 
gainſt Lepers, conſtrained him to go out of 
the Citie, and depriued him *of bis kingly 
authoritie. Of ? Icheida, who being cheite 
Prieſt, cauſed Queene Athalia to be ſlaine, 
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becauſe ſhee ? maintained the idolatrous 
worſhippe of Bal, and made aas king in 
her ſteede. | 

Theodidactus. Theſe facts of Ari 
and Jeboida,if they were ſincerely related 
out of theboke of God, theywould make 
little foꝛ the ſupcrtozitte of Pxiefts over 
Kings: Foꝛ firſt the Scripture ſaith not 
that A aria violently aſſailed Oxiah, 82 did 
by forcethruſt him out of the Temple: he 
was 4 compelled ( withont any fozcefrom 
Axariah) by the immediate hand of God, 
ſtriking him with leproſie, to go out thence. 
And when it is ſatd * 247444 the cheite 
Prieſt with others cauſed Ora haftily to de- 
part fromthe Temple, this ( as * Jeſcphus 
doth teſtifie) was onely by woꝛds and ad- 
monition, And * Chr/o/tome giueth the 
reaſon, for the office of a Prieſt is onely to 
reprone, and freely ro admoniſh, not to 
moue armes , norto vie bucklers, norto 
ſhake a launce, neither to bend a bow, nor 
to ſhoote forth darts, but onely to argue 
and freely to admoniſh. 

Neither did Ai depziue 0x4 of his 
kingly authozitte', which he held vnto his 
death: foꝛ he was * ſixteene yeeres old 
when he was made king, raigned two and

But Byſhops oz Prieſts ( as the ſame 
"Chryſoffome ſpeaketh) are to mooue men 
by perſwaſion, ſpirttually tu be cured, and 
not by offering * violence, as Lords over 
Gods heritage. 

As therefoze all the faithfufl are to*ſub- 


rep:ofes, and admomtions; Do Pꝛinces 

are to be obedient vnto ſpirituall Paſtozs 

beſteching them as Embaſſadozs from 

Chꝛiſt and deliuering vnto them his hea-

Hot wit hitanding ſome are ſo blinded 
with the Romane lupe: that they 
are ready vpon ſome pzetended acts of 
the Biſbop of Rome, as vpon his diſ- 
penſations , or excommunications, to res 
nounce their obedience bnto ſo merct- 
full, and pious a Prince. 

Philalethes. May not then the Biſhop 
of Rome either by diſpenſing with the /aw, 
which bindeth ſubjects vnto obedience; 
or with the Oath, whereby they finccrely 
ſweare to performe this obedience vnto 
his excellent Maieſty; vnlooſe the bond of 
their allegiance? 

Theodidactus. The Bilbop of Rome 
cannot diſpenſe with the law of Na- 
ture; which from the firſt beginning 
of the reaſonable creature is —— 
ble, noꝛ with the Moral law ol GOD, 
b whoſe precepts are indiſpenſable. But 
the dutie of ſubſects in obedience vnto 
their Soueraigne, is grounded vppon 
the law of Nature; beginning with 
our firft beginning. Foz as we be boꝛne

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Sonnes,from whole loynes; his Subiects, 
in whole Dominions we are bozne.The 
ſame duties of ſubiects are alſo eniop- 
ned by the mozall law, and particularly 
(as you hewed in the very entrance 
vnto this our conference ) in che fift 


— — honour thy Father and 
thy Mother: where, as wee axe required 


tohonour the Fathers of pꝛiuat families, 
ſo much moze the Father of our Country 
and the whole Ringdome. Indas the 


—— Rome cannot diſpenſe 
theſe lawes bppon bs obedi- 


ence vnto his ſo neither with 
the oath wee take to perſeuere in this 
obedience. When Dauid ſaid, I haue 
c ſworne that I will keepe thy righteous 
Iudgements, if the Biſhop of Rome had 
beene then in his kulneſſe ofpower,could 
hee haue diſpenſed with this oath: 
Ind ſo if any now, by the example of 
Dauid, ſweaxe to keepe Godsrighteous 
tudgementsofnor committing adultery, 
02 of honoring their Parents, and Magi- 
ſtrates ; hee cannot free them from thts 
oath; but if we vtolate both theſe com- 
mandements , wee are as well.Rebclls, 
Adulterers. ' 
Philaltthes, Are not the excommu- 
T 3 nications 
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nicat'ons of the Biſhoppe of Rome of 
more force to looſe the bond of allegi- 
ance, than his diſpenſations? 
Theodiaactus, Theſe likewife haue no 
power to woꝛke this effect. .Ercommu- 
n cation 'bppon a contempt vnto the 
Church doth not make a man worſe 
than an 4 Echnike : bur you haue beard 
that both Saint peter, and Saint Paul | 
earneſtly exhoꝛt vs to be ſubtect vnto 
heathen, and Ethniche Pꝛinces; and 
therefoze wee may alſo peeld obedience 


vntoercommuniſcated Pzinces; beſides 
|excommunication ( accozding to the 
themlelues) 


doctrine ofthe © Komaniſts 
doth not free a ſeruant from odedience 
vnto his Maſter, oz a ſonne vnto his 
Father. Ind Kings are as Maſters, 
aud Subiects ag Seruants; fo: fo Dauid 
calteth Saul f his Maſtcr, and Cileth 
bimſelfe- his s ſeruant: Kings are ag 
h Fathers, and ſubietts as Sonnes; fo 
lo Ring Ezechias was a Father cuer the 
Fathers ot his people; enen the Pꝛieſts; 
and theretoꝛe anich moꝛe oner the reſt of 
his ſubiects. Is then ex communication 
doth not difſolue che bond of duty be- 
tweene Fathers and Sonnes , of ſeruice 


betweene Maſters and Servants , ol 
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moꝛe doth it the bond ol fidelity between 
Princes and their Subiects. Ind ſo at 
length J haue pꝛoved vnto you that nei⸗ 
ther ſuppoſed crimes in Pzinces, as 
Tyrany, Infidelity, Hzrefic, Apoſtaſiez noz 
the Epilcopall Acts of diſpenſation, and 
excommunication; and ſo, in effect, that | 
nothing can free ſubiects from their fl | 
delity and allegtance vntathetrPaince. 

Philslethes. Nothing! The ſeale of con- 
feffion doth at leaſt in part free ſome ſub- | 
ies from ſpeciall duties of obedience vnto 
their Soueraigne; as Preiſis from revealing 
treaſons , and conſpiracies which they 
| know, as Ghoſtly Fathers, from the penitent. 
For if conſpiracies or treaſons be knowne|, uin in -., 
vnto a Prieſt in confeſſion, the bond there- — ; 
of doth bind him to conceale it, > becauſe | | 
they are knowne vnto him as vnto Gov, 
whoſe Vicar hee is in hearing the humble 
confeſſions of repentant Sinners, 

Theodi. Jt Pꝛeiſts in confeſſions doe 
vnderſtand of treaſons and other enoꝛ 
mous offences the pubſitze 
ſafetyof the Church oz common - weale 
as GOD, and as his Gicars; then | 
they are to imitate GOD, whom they 
would repzeſent, in the Diſcouering 
of thele grieuous crimes. Foz GOD}

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alwates dath after a miraculous man- 
ner, and (as it were) by his owne im- 
mediat finger bꝛing to light crying ſins, 
when they are done in ſecret, and ſoꝛ a 
time are in d in daruneſſe. 

Ddd hee not by the birds ol the aire 
detect the murder ot Ibycus ? And be⸗ 
cauſe the perſons of Pꝛinces are moꝛe 
ſacred than the perſons of pꝛiuat men, 
GOD hath made a ſpectall pꝛomiſe in 
his word, that hee will detect <- Curſes, 
conceiued onely in the heart, againſt 
Kings, by the foules of the Heauen (that 
is) after a ſtrange and miraculous 
manner , if by —＋ meanes they 
ſhall not be reuealed.

Theodidactus. Pꝛinces in their rage 
may endenour- todeſtroyChzilts 
Church: but in vaine; becauſe Chili 
hath ſo built it vpon a 4 roełe, that the 
ftrength and gates of hell ſhall not euer 
ſo farre pꝛeualle againſt it, ag quite to 
vanquilh- it. And when they doe 1a-
